Scours In Calves. 
Constant vigilance is the price of 
healthy calves, and the feeder must 
always be on the lookout for Indica- 


tions of scouring. At the-first ind 
cation of disease he should effect a 
quick cure, before the condition be 
comes chronic. Where calves are fed 
from the pail, it is easy for the feeder 
to watch the tails and hocks for in- 
dications of scouring. As soon ai 
trouble is detected the feed of the 
calf should be reduced at least half. 
Administer a dose of castor ofl in 
warm milk by means of a small 
drenching bottle.
